OF RETIREMENT OF M. DELCASSE.

PARIS, France-—The rumors of the 
early retirement of M. Delcasse from Bt. 
Petersburg which have appeared 80 con-

Although the ambassador’s immediate 
retirement is obviously untimely, the 
rumors might seem to find some meas- 
ure of justification in the fact that the 
terms of his appointment, as indicated

sition to be one of a temporary char- 
acter only. 

The fact is, however, that, although 
an appointment of a member of Parlia- 
ment, as is the case in question, cannot 
exceed the term of six months, M. Del- 
casse’s appointment was recently re- 
newed. This surely must have been 
known to those responsible for the cir- 
culation of these rumors. 

This ambassador's appointment is 
considered by France to have been more 
than justified by what he has accom- 
plished in the last few months in Bt.

Results of an investigation made by 
a committee of the Builders Exchange 
of Cleveland into the question of whether 
lit is advisable for a municipality to 
undertake to execute improvements by 
“direct labor” rather than by a competi- 
‘tive contract system have been just 
| made public by William H. Sayward, 
secretary of the Master Builders Asso- 
ciation of Boston, in a statement issued 
today. 
| The conclusions reached by that com- 
mittee were: 

“First, inquiry shows that this plan 
results in increased cost. With the city 
[Cleveland] handicapped for funds, 
every effort should be made toward con- 
serving the public treasury. 

“Second, changing administrations en- 
‘danger the success of improvements and 
|resuit in loss of efficiency in their con- 
duct. 

“Third, the temptation by direct labor 
employment to conserve political ends is 


such as to disturb the business aspect of 
administration. 

“Fourth, it is obvious that a municipal 
works department cannot be successful 
unless it is constantly employed. It is 
also clear that work cannot or should not 
be created with the sole object of keep- 
ing such a department employed. There- 
by is a temptation created to make work 
last as long as possible. 

“Fifth, in the municipal conduct of 
improvements there is every opportunity 
for expense to mount and no safeguard 
to prevent it. No limitations are fixed 
for the expenditure as at present con- 
ducted. 

“Sixth, when depreciation of equip-

This point is on a promontory and 
overlooks the surrounding country’ for 
many miles, From here can be seen the 
fertile valleys of the Creek and Chero- 
kee nations and the confluence of the 
Verdigris, Grand and . Arkansas rivers 
which make the Arkansas river navigable 
from this point to the gulf. They found 
a flat rock on the top of this high, point, 
upon which “father, mother and papoose 
left the imprint of their moccasins, point- 
ing the imprint to the West, as a sign 


that they were pleased with the country

and had gone on further West, knowing 
that it would be seen and understood by 
their ‘ellow tribesmen. This yock has 
since become noted as “Moccasin Rock.” 

After the establishment of the Indian 
tribes in this territory, the government 
erected a large stone building on Agency 
hill, where all dealings with the Indians 
were had for many years. 

From “Moccasin Rock” now looking 
down towards the east, Muskogee 
spreads a city of metropolitan dimen- 
sions, reaching to the foot of the hill, 
with street cars running beyond. 
This city has an area of nearly 
seven square miles, with over 60 
miles of asphalt streets, and over 100 
miles of concrete sidewalke, and some 30 
street car lines. There are 
story hotel and office build- 


| ings in the business district, and 41 


parks which this city owns scattered 
throughout its residence sections, and 
some of which extend nearly into its 
business | section.

SMALL DEMAND 
FROM THE WEST 
UPON NEW YORK 


Crop Moving Needs Apparently 
Not Yet in Sight as Money 
Requirements Have Not Made 
Serious Impression Thus Far 


UNUSUAL SITUATION 


An unusual feature of present money 
market conditions is the almost lack of 
usual urgent demand from the West upon 
New York for crop moving requirements. 
For the first three weeks in September 
when if ever interior needs should make 
themselves felt, New York actually gained 
$2,236,000 from the West. whereas laat 
year during the same period New York 
banks lost $13.367.000

Asphalt in United States 


Asphalt is found in the island of Trin- 
idad in what has long been known as the 
“pitch lake,” about a mile and a half in 
circumference. At the edge it is hard, 
but near the center it bubbles and is 
soft with the gases from below. Asphalt 
is formed from the hardening of liquid 
bituminous products, maltha and petro- 
leum, which have welled up to the sur- 
face. What is also commercially called 
asphalt is made in the United States in 
various Ways, even from refuse tar from 
gas houses, mixed with slacked lime and 
gravel, and the odor of the molten tar 
when sidewalks or pavements are under 
construction is familiar to most city 
dwellers. It is said that Texas and 
California are now putting out a large 
amount of this useful material, so that 
the total product of the United States 
has increased more.than fourfold in the 
last 10 years, The industry is of course 
associated with the large petroleum out- 
put of these two states.

Now; to begin with, the unrest in India has been foolishly and 
ridiculously exaggerated. Kanhpur is, of course, a name of ill omen, 
but the recent disturbances there had no more to do with the defeat 
of Abdullah Pasha’s army than with the collapse of the southern 
forces in China. In the government of a huge country like India 
there is certain to be room for elements of dissatisfaction, but to 
pretend that these elements have any hold on the country is to state 
something which every well-informed person knows to be untrue. 
Still more beside the mark is the effort to attach these disturbances 
Educated native opinion in 
india is not such a shuttlecock as all that. There has been no ten- 
dency whatever amongst the richer Muhammadans to assist in 
replenishing the Ottoman war chest. That replenishing, so far as it 
has taken place, has been the work of Christian and Hebrew money- 
lenders and makers of arms. The Muhammadans have neither the 
inclination nor the means. 

As for the danger of a combination of the Hindu with the 
Muhammadans, it may be said quite safely that there is nothing 
in it. “Divide and rule” may have once been the motto of the Eng- 
lish in India, as it was of the Romans who originally conceived it. 
It has, however, long since passed out of date. The antagonism of 
the Hindu and the Muhammadan has been one of the standing difh- 
culties of the British pro-consuls, and the two might be brought a 
eood deal nearer to one another to the advantage of everybody. 
Finally the idea that the Indian Muhammadan would welcome the 
Cossack predicates a most generous ignorance of the antipathies of 
the Shiahs in Persia or the suspicions of the Sunis in Constantinople.

have done fairly well in providing the new 
republic with opportunities for contact with Americans of the most 
disinterested and competent type. The difficulties of their tasks no 
doubt have been increased by the recent turn of events in China; but 
undeterred by obstacles, and wishing only the highest good of the 
Chinese, they will cooperate, formally and informally, with the 
officials. 

China, even under the Manchus, had a chance to sample the 
worth of American advisers who went out equipped to pass upon 
economic and monetary problems. Conspicuously so was this the 
case with the employment of Prof. J. W. Jenks, then of Cornell 
University. Add to this the fact that more of the young Chinese 
nrogressives have been educated under the tutelage of American 
teachers of law, history and economics than have been similarly 
broadened in any other country’s universities, and it is not surpris- 
ing that the call should now be coming to America for men with 
the republican point of view who have the mark of academic dis- 
tinction. For the revolution in China has not altered the national 
reverence for the scholar as such. 

Professor Adams, whose acceptance of his post is just an- 
nounced, is a veteran authority on the practical as well as theoretical 
aspecis of taxation, and he will be able to give to the Chinese gov- 
ernment wisdom as well as knowledge. His influence as a specialist 
has been potent at Washington, and no doubt it will be so at Peking.

THERE is as yet only a hint of the possi- 
bility of it in our fashion columns, but even 
the faint glimmer conveying the idea that 
Suitable styles for women, becoming to all and satis- 
factory to everybody, may be invented and 
to introduced is full of the elements of joyous 
expectation.

length garments for more matronly figures; there are draped skirts 
and plain ones, and belts and sashes and waistcoats or wide sashes 
and vests. Freedom for one is likely to lead to freedom for all. 
if almost anything that is within reason may be worn, then there is 
no reason why every woman should not please herself. And if 
every woman suits her own taste, then the whole question of fash- 
sons and styles will take on a changed form. 

Always with the understanding that everything must be done 
within certain well-established lines, there is nothing to prevent 
women from dressing in accordance with their individual taste. 
rom man’s point of view there is much to recommend it. Then 
there would not be so often one pervading and dominating style. 
There would be variety and picturesqueness, originality and relief 
to the street scene. There would be opportunity for the exploita- 
tion of individualism, even for the expression of individual genius 
in designs, color combinations and general effects. Then the woman 
who does not care to follow any particular style would not need to 
do so, She could be perfectly independent. She could talk the 
matter over with her husband at the breakfast table, and if he should

be forgetful enough to commit himself to something he would like 
to have her wear, she could order it and have it charged. He often 
tells her to weat things now that she is forbidden by the conven- 
tionalities'of fashion to wear; but then it would be different, and 
he could not object when the bill came in. 

Moreover, it would fix responsibility for the fashions on the 
individual. Then no woman could say she was driven to wear such 
horrible things because everybody else wore them. While she 
would be personally independent of any fixed mode she would also 
be personally responsible. And would not this go far toward solv- 
ing present problems in dress and straightening out the entire fash- 
ion situation? At all events, it is worth considering. 


DEMOCRATIC leaders in Congress are taking | 
a wise course in endeavoring. to discount | 
criticism of the new tariff likely to arise from | 
the fact that results of its enforcement are 
not immediately felt in the reduction of 
living cost. It is hardly to be questioned that 
the party will be subjected, in many quarters, 
to attack based upon premature judgment as 
to the operation of the new schedules, and 
its representative men are perfectly justified 
in attempting to educate the public to the understanding that the 
effects of legislation of this important character, for good or for ill, 
Calinot be known in a few days or a few months. 

The most ardent and sincere friends of tariff reform, if their 
ardor and sincerity be supported by intelligence and experience, must 
know that the tice will run against, rather than with, the new law 
for some time to come. The one element of public doubt alone is 
certain to be a great factor in the situation. This has been a high 
tariff country for half a century, practically. It has been a copntry 
of high prices. A system that has been in operation for so long a 
time cannot be changed without exciting a very large degree of 
speculation as to the result. 

It is well that the new tariff law is to be reenforced, on the one 
side by an income tax that promises to prevent a deficit, and on 
the other by a currency law that promises to prevent speculation 
and doubt from taking on the form of panic. It will be better still 
if the public is taught not to become alarmed over every seemingly 
unfavorable symptom that trade may exhibit while the business of 
the nation is struggling to adjust itself to the new conditions. No 
man is wise enough to speak with absolute authority as to the suc- 
cess or failure of the Underwood measure and its attendant legisla- 
tion, but there should be no question in the thought of rational men 
as to the ability of the country to meet, and with promptness, any 
condition that may arise in its material affairs. It is due to the 
public itself that it shall extend to the economic legislation of the 
extra session of Congress, and to the administration and the party 
responsible for it, its unlimited confidence and good will. The qual- 
ity of patriotism called for in dealing with the impending economic 
situation may be as noble as any ever aroused among the people.

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A MACHINE that treats an ingot of steel as pulp is treated in 
the manufacture of paper, fashioning it into tubes of any size or 
thickness at the rate of four feet a minute, is reported as one of the 
latest inventions, a Menominee, Mich., man being responsible for it. 
Perhaps this marks the real beginning of the pneumatic age. 
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THE constitution of the Ohio Good Roads Federation calls for 
a°national highway system, a state highway system, a county high- 
way system anda township highway system. These are all desir- 
able, in Ohio and elsewhere, but their order should be reversed. 


A SCHOOL to teach proot-reading has been opened in New York. 
This seems to run counter to the tradition of the newspaper busi- 
ness that proof-readers cannot be taught. 
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REGARDED superficially, the closing of the 
cooperative store organized under the aus- 
pices of the Housewives’ League in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., would seem to signalize the fail- 
ure of the project. The contrary is the fact. 
The store was financed by two private cit- 
izens desirous of making certain tests and 
demonstrations. In swther words, it was 
opened and operated as an experiment in 
an advanced system of distribution, and the 
experiment has been entirely satisfactory. One of the two philan- 
thropists referred to 1s content that it showed the disposition of 
housewives to cooperate. They patronized the store and were will- 
ing to put up with unavoidable inconveniences in order to contribute 
toward the succe$s of the undertaking. On the other hand, the 
farmers exhibited sufficient interest in it to donate much of the 
produce offered for sale. Thus consumers and producers were 
brought together, and their coming together in this small way simply 
afforded a hint of what would be very certain to happen if they 
were brought together in a large and more convenient way. 

Last year, it may be recalled, 500 carloads of peaches were 
left to decay in Orleans county, N. Y., for lack of a market. 
With a system of railway terminal markets, such as that proposed 
and now being promoted in Greater New York, this could not occur, 
for the oversupply in one quarter could be quickly taken up in 
another where the supply was short. The railroad companies, it is 
said, are willing to do their part toward the establishment of ter- 
minal markets, but they are demanding certain reasonable guaran- 
tees, such as good management and interest charges. In Staten 
Island $100,000 has been raised for an institution of this character. 
The Long Island railroad is ready to build one at its Flatbush sta- 
tion. It is proposed to interest 20,000 people to the extent of induc- 
ing them to take up $5 shares. One argument. among the many 
offered in behalf of the terminal markets in the metropolis is that 
there are 300,000 acres of land, capable of yielding $60,000,000 
worth of produce a year, lying idle in Long island for lack of market 
facilities. 

It is frankly admitted that serious obstacles will have to be 
overcome before a cooperative system upon a commensurate scale 
can be established in New York. The American people have never, 
to any considerable extent, done business in this way. They have 
never, to any considerable extent, taken the trouble to learn how 
to do business of this principle. But it would be well worth while 
to try out fairly and fully m this country, with the best expert 
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assistance obtainable, a system that promises to do as much as this.

But to another group of 
onlookers, with less pecuniary interest in 
the matter, the most significant feature of |L 
the inquiry is the mode and manner of its 
working and not so much the answer it may give. To aid him in 
getting full light on the matter, and to enable nation and state to 
agree as tar as possible in this important new social duty of deciding 
how transportation lines shall be administered, the representative of 
the interstate .commerce commission has invited to sit with him 
members of state public utility commissions. Four states are thus 
represented. Of course, the particular problem to be met in this 
case 1s One that nothing but a definite federal decree can reach. But 
discussion of the case involves production of evidence and argument, 
both of which must be illuminating to state commissioners present 
in consultation, and cannot fail to broaden the commissioners’ out- 
look on the large issue involved as well as give clues to lines of 
evidence that may be useful when subsidiary aspects of the contro- 
versy come up. 

Nor is this all that is admirable about the cooperative hearing. 
It symbolizes what, after all, is the only right way out of the tangle 
in which government and the public carriers have become involved. 
State-chartered corporations derive rights as well as duties from 
the nature of their origin. In consequence they are subjected more 
and more to state supervision of some kind, and will be for some 
time to come. Intrastate traffic still is amenable to state and not 
to national authority. Whether it always will be or should be, is 
a debatable matter; but it will be for yet a while. So long as it is, 
there must be more or less conflict between supervisory policies based 
on interstate and intrastate betterments. This being the case, what 
more strategic than to reduce this friction to a minimum by hawing 
members of national and state tribunals affiliate as often as possible, 
hear the same evidence and argument, and together see the traffic 
situation of a particular section (like New England) as a whole? 
Human nature being what it is, only one outcome seems possible 
from such a policy, and this will make for unity of ideal and action, 
so far as law and sectional traditions allow.

Rural 


THE importance of education in the rural 
districts can hardly be appreciated in its ful- 
ness unless it is understood to mean some- 
thing more than the routine teaching of the 
young. The school, merely as a machine 
tor the impartation of elementary instruc- 
tion through nine months of the year, does | 
not quite fulfil its mission. It is almost a Schools | 
rule tha’ »othing beyond the school day's ia } 
work ce::'_rs in the country schoolhouse, 

that little more than memories of the school day’s work cling around 
it in after years. Children walk or ride or are driven to the rural 
schools from various parts of wide districts, and walk or ride or 
are driven back to their homes with little impression of anything 
save books, blackboards and lessons. 

The influence of all this is not such as to warm the affections 
of children for the country home. It accentuates rural isolation. 
I:ducators have become awakened to the weakness of a system under 
which such conditions can exist. Educational writers are commeht- 
ing forcefully upon it. .The Monitor’s article on reform of the 
rural school system of Cook county, Illinois, shows how seriously 
the matter is viewed. If, within a few miles of a great city and 
its suburban belt, there was a crying need for such supervision of 
rural schools as,would lift them out of unbroken monotony, how 
much greater must the need be for social betterment in the remoter 
sections of the country. 

Owing to the wide territory over which the rural supervisor in 
niany of the states must now extend his observation and activity, 
he can accomplish next to nothing toward improving the schools. 
The remedy, according to the Cook county superintendent, who has 
mut it to the test, lies in grouping the schools, allowing not more than 
thirty to the district. “In our cities,” he very pointedly remarks, 
“the initiation of movements for social betterment has not come from 
the people themselves. ‘Such movements have their origin with 
individuals and societies who make it their work to study and investi- 
gate cause and effect. It cannot be expected from individuals who 
are not paid for their seryices. Social workers, paid or unpaid, and 
progressive public officials should take the lead in such movements.” 

There is nothing in which right thinking parents are more deeply 
concerned than in the training and environment of their children at 
school. Among the factors adverse to rural life there is probably 
not one having a greater deterrent effect among the great body of 
the people than the fear that the young dependent upon them may 
not, in the country, be within reach of adequate and pleasant school 
facilities. Almost anything, therefore, that makes for the better- 
ment of the rural school must make rural life more desirable, thus 
advancing the welfare of the nation. The price to be paid should, 
in the eyes of so wealthy a nation as the United States, be a consid- 
eration secondary to the results to be attained. The rural schools 
ought to be brought up to the highest possible standard.
